The effort to 
finance the white burley tobacco crop 
i this season from Cincinnati in the in- 
j terest of the growers is at an end. The 
j official declaration was issued to-day. 

An understanding was arrived at to- 
j day between Archibald Stuart and 
| representatives of the tobacco growers 
which will undoubtedly lead to the 
formation of an organization which will 
permit the farmers to market their own 
goods. The growers were represented 
by Mr. Ford and Mr. Thomas, of Scott 
county, and W. R. Sale, of Gallatin 
county. 

j It is understood that the same finan¬ 
cial sources stand ready to extend their 
] offer over to another season, and in the 
, meantime the farmers will organize a 
I company paying an assessment at once, 
the proceeds of which will be used to 
establish an agency, presumably in 
Cincinnati. 

Simultaneously with the official an¬ 
nouncement that the deal has been offi¬ 
cially declared off and the farmers’ 
tobacco released, it became known that 
J. Edward Addicks, of Delaware, 
known as “Gas” Addicks, was the one 
man Archibald Stuart could find in the 
East with enough money and the nerve 
to buck Standard Oil by backing the 
corner.

And Indians In Washington County.

Editor Sun:— Your good paper of 
February 15, containing the article on j 
“Kentucky's Natural Curiosities,*'etc., ! 
has just been read to me. If you will { 
allow me a column in your paper I will 
1 remind your readers that the people of 
Washington county have some historic 
ojkL prehistoric remains—specimens of 
the Mound Builders. 

At the top of the hill, bounding the 
Little Beech, not very far from the 
south east comer of the place on which 
Judge Andrew Thompson built a beau- ■ 
i tiful home about twenty-five years ago, \ 
begins a graded road, following the 
; course of the hill down the stream to 
its water’s edge at a point below where, 
Mr. Tom Nicholas' bam stood. This 
graded roadway is from twenty to [ 
| thirty feet broad, descending from the j 
highlands with the lin e of'the hill 
| down to the river. 

1 This road is three-quarters of a mile I 
in length and is overgrown with beech | 
j trees, some of which were, twenty I 
years ago, a yartT across the stump, 
giving unmistakable testimony to the 
fact that the grade must have been 
made long before any white man visi-1 
ted this country. 

Prof. J. Lewis Howe, now of Wash¬ 
ington Lee University. Virginia, and | 
Prof. Simpson Roberts, of Springfield, i 
| accompanied me and my son. J. N. 1 
Saunders, and a couple of colored men, I 
with axe and pick to make an ex- [ 
amination. We took with us a theodo-1 
1 lite, level and chain and surveyed three 1 
hundred yards of it. We found the 
grade of uniform rate—my recollection 
is that it was less than seventy feet to | 
the mile. We satisfied ourselves With¬ 
out digging that it had never been a 
paved way. as weather washes had cut 
through it in several places. We made 
diligent search and inquiry for evidence I 
that there had existed an Indian town 
on the highlands, from where the road- 
' way starts down to thd river, but found 
1 neither evidence nor tradition support¬ 
ing such a conjecture. 

On the top of the hill, west of the 
1 turnpike, about half way between the 
ends of the grade, there had stood two 
mounds, or heaps of water-worn stones, 
thrown loosely together—when first 
known about twenty-five feet across 
the base, and twenty feet high. These 
mounds stood close together, about 
twenty feet apart and thirty or forty 
steps from the turnpike. In the neigh-' 
borhood of one hundred yards south of 
them, towards the old Nichols house, 
an earthen breastwork had been thrown 
up. running from the brow of the hill 
on the east, to the head of a ravine 
coming from the westward. From that 
field, through which the earth work 
ran, there used to be gathered many 
stones, arrow heads, sfiear heads, and 
Indian axes. I had at one time quite 
a number. Some of them I sent to the 
cabinet of Central University at Rich¬ 
mond, Kv., and still a greater number 
ard in a private collection at Clarks¬ 
ville, Tenn. 

\ At an early day the presence of these 
, mounds excited quite a curiosity and 
some of the neighbors determined to 
I loot? into them and see what they 
might find. One of the investigating 
■ parties was James Ewing, father of 
l John, Jim and Ben; another, his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Clark; another. 
Mr. Hughes, who lived and died over 
on the branch northwest of Milton 
Rogers’. Prof. Howe and J. N. 
Saunders visited Mr. Hughes, the only 
one living at the time I have men¬ 
tioned. and took in writing his state¬ 
ment as to the opening of the mounds. 
Mr. Hughes was known to be a per- 
I fectly truthful and reliable man. His 
, statement was to this effect: They 
found a number of human bones, skulls, ; 
upper jaws and teeth, but no lower 
jaws; upper aVm bones, but no lower 
arm bones or hands; thigh bone*, but 
no lower leg bones or feet. They were 
greatly puzzled by the find, and con¬ 
jectured that they were the remains of 
Indians who had been killed in a battle , 
which had raged around the breast¬ 
works near by, and that the bodies had , 
J been mutilated. 

I suppose Prof. Howe yet has the' 
statement given by Mr. Hughes. He j 
wrote me some years after we made 
the investigation, enclosing a news-! 
paper clipping, giving an account of | 
the opening of just such a loose stone I 
mound somewhere in Alabama, made 
by ethnological explorers, under the, 
auspices of the Smithsonian Institute, i 
Washington, D. C. They reported 
j having found in the Alabama mound 
human bones of lower jaw*s, lower 
I arms, lower legs -just the bones which 
were absent in the Beech Fork mound. 

| He said he toad filed away Hughes’ 

| statement and the newspaper clipping

[ The only other evidence of the pres¬ 
ence of the Mound Builders in Wash¬ 
ington county which I ever met with, 
was a mile or two eastward from Wil- 
lisburg, on lands then owned by Lacy 
Thompson, I think over northeast from 
my friend, Dan Mcllvoy’s. There

Want McKnight Pardoned. 


Of INTEREST TO TEACHERS. 


Washington, Feb. 22.- Another effort 
is to be made to secure a pardon for J. 
M. McKnight, the former Louisville bank 
president, who wrecked the German 
National, and who is now serving a j 
seven-year sentence in the Atlanta I 
prison. Representative Sherley has re¬ 
ceived a score of letters from a number 
of the most prominent men in Louis* 
ville advising him that a petition pray¬ 
ing for Mr. McKnight’s release signed 
“by thousands of the most influential 
citizens of Louisville,” will be sent here 
this week. The Louisville men request 
Mr. Sherley to present the petition to 
i President Roosevelt. 


The House last week passed without 
a dissenting vote a bill to give a pension 
of $30 a month to an ex-Uni ted States 
Senator who was ruined and reduced to I 
absolutely poverty because he would | 
not vote to convict President Andrew 
Johnson. He is Edmund G. Roes, then 
a Republican Senator from Kansas. He 
was one of the little band of Republi¬ 
cans who stood out against the furious 
clamor of that time, defied their party 
and voted according to their convic¬ 
tions. 

For this Ross lost his seat in thej 
Senate.

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The New Japanese Code. 

Nobushine Uozumi. professor of law 
In the University of Tokyo, In a paper 
on the new Japanese code read at the 
recent International congress of arts 
and sciences at 8t. Louis gave an inter¬ 
esting exposition of the manner in 
which the Jnjtauese have sous lit to 
conform their legal system to western 
ideas. Tbe method employed has been 
conservative, recognizing for the time 1 
being some of the most firmly lwplnut- 
ed of the old customs rather tbau in- j 
viting by an attempt to revolutionize 
everything a reaction which might de¬ 
feat the purpose of the new coda. 

About the year 70U a legal code, 
based upon Chinese moral philosophy, 
with the cult of ancestor worship uud 
the feudal system, was drawn up and 
promulgated. This code, with some 
minor changes, continued in force un¬ 
til the beginning of the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury. A system of such antiquity uat 
uraily had to be reckoned with by the 
drafters of the new code, though their 
task was somewhat simplified by the 
fact that tbe old laws had nevey been 
published. They had been made for 
tbe edification of the judges aud other 
officials. 

The decree promulgating the new 
preliminary code after tbe restoration 
of the emperor In 184)8 followed this 
tradition In addressing Itself to tbe of¬ 
ficials of the empire. When tlle~Sec¬ 
ond code was proclaimed, however, in 
1873, the emperor's subjects, as Weil as 
his officials, were commanded t* obey 
it, and It was declared that ‘•hence 
forth, every law upon ita promulgation 
shall be (tosted In conspicuous places 
for the information of the people.” 
making It evident to the Japanese that 
their government was to be from that 
time one of laws and not of men. 

The legal condition of women was 
one of the most complicated problems 
which confronted tbe revisionists. 
Both Buddhism and feudalism bad 
Japanese women kept in a state of de 
pendency. The Chinese doctrine of 
the three obediences was strictly en¬ 
forced under the old law—In childhood 
a female was subject to her father. In 
youth to her husband, after her hus¬ 
band's death to her sons. A woman 
bad no legal rights which her husband
